Improving democratic values into public' administration educatibn is not an easy 
task. To ignore democratic values completely however, would be to tacitly condone 
the violation of these principles by an administrator thus making democracy 
training all the more essential Edmondson in this article, the ideas of John Dewey 
regarding democracy in education are compared. It is the opinion of the author 
that the Founders and Dewey had such divergent views of teaching democracy 
precisely because they had very different definitions of democracy. 

Effective learning necessitates a change of behaviour on the part of the student. 

Rizzo asserts that the introduction of abstract theories, to students does little to 
' advance the students" competence or efficiency. Rather, a case is made for allow- 
ing students to create their own theories of action based upon their individual M 

' circumstances and experiences. The' concept of an ‘"action theory"' is forwarded ® 

as an effective tool for teaching public administration students. The action theory 
recognizes the students need to have relevant frameworks and practical guide- 
lines. Further more, the author predicts- that action theory will give public 
administrators .greater control over, their work environments, in as much as it es- 
tablishes .more honest assessments of organizational conditions. 

As the world rapidly becomes more complex, ‘there is a greater need for tools of j| 

research and data analysis to assist the public administrator. Whole many uni- 
" versify programmes recognize the need and include several methodology courses 
in their curriculum, there is little evidence that students are taking this knowl- 
edge into the field. In this article; the need for- usable methodology courses are 

■ stressed. The first section of this article is ‘dedicated to identifying' ''those factors 

that make methods classes more practical. The remaining portion concentrates on 
two approaches to teaching that the author asserts will help the students to use 
in the held what they have learned in the classroom. . .... 

Methodology courses in MPA programme's tend to be unpopular with students 
and professors alike. These some courses, however/prove to be among the most 
valuable when the student is completing' the' degree programme ox when the 
’ student becomes a practitioner- of public administration. In' this article, many of 
the most widely used learning' models for methodology are critiqued. In addi- 
tion, the authors make a case, for the use of inquiry training techniques, arguing 
that they are most appropriate for both students and professor because of their 
environmental sensitivity. 

Computers are no longer an idea of the future. They are rather, a common and 
even expected tool of the public administrator. The authors assert that students 
of the discipline must have a practical knowledge of computer applications. While 
it is not necessary that advanced computer engineering be studied, students 
should nevertheless be made familiar with the uses of the computer in admini- 
stration. Beyond learning how to operate a computer, the article states that 
students, especially adult learners, first have to be made not to fear this instru- 
ment of the age of information so that they will be comfortable when learning its 
applications. 

■ As fair amount of attention’ has been given recently to teaching ethics and what 
’ manners 1 of conduct are proper, especially in the public sector . This article exam- 
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ines not only the substance of teaching ethics, but also the process. The author 
contends that professors of ethics are in. a difficult field because its scope is so 
broad. While different professions have different ethical codes and standards, it 
remains true that all fields have ethical considerations. The challenge for the 
ethics professor is to instill in students a basic understanding of proper conduct, 
realizing that some actions and decisions are better than others, while not at- 
tempting to appear moraly omniscient. 

Whistleblowing, or going public, is an issue which has received a great deal of 
media attention and scholarly consideration. Public administrators of the future 
will surely have to confront it The author divides whistleblowing into individual 
organization, and environmental levels of analysis. Each kvel has its own unique 
considerations which must be understood separately before they can be 
understood comprehensively. Moreover the author asserts that the study of 
whistle-blowing fosters awareness of ethics, provides the skills needed to effec- 
tively cope with dissent and imparts legal knowledge about the discipline of 
public administration to students. 

Newcomer article examines the changing nature of programme evaluation and 
the way in which programme evaluation is taught to MPA students. Drawing on 
her experience at George Washington University, the author explains an ap- 
proach to teaching programme evaluation that has received a great deal to positive 
feedback The approach has its foundation, real world, hands on evaluation by 
the students, which gives them invaluable experience. Furthermore because there 
is extensive instructor involvement, the author asserts that the experience proves 
also to be of value to the professor. 

Candle article concentrates on the need for greater information resources man- 
agement (IRM) education in public administration programmes. The author 
argues, that current management information system training is much too lim- 
ited in its approach concentrating only on the technology of information trans- 
fers. A more comprehensive technique, emphasizing all of the issues of data 
handling from collection to distribution, is put forward. Because policy decisions 
are effected by crtiticai information, public administrators must be keenly aware 
of their information resources. In concluding the article, the author offers a possible 
IRM curriculum that would prepare students of the discipline to be lucid prac- 
titioners. 

Manns and Waugh in their article notes the tremendous significance of commu- 
nication skills for public administrators with the authors examining the attention 
that has been given to teaching these skills in MPA programmes. The authors 
hold that basic communication skills are the essential building blocks on which 
more advanced skills {ie., qualitative skills and computer skills) are constructed. 
This article considers the various skills of communication that are most essential 
to public administrators and the manner in which courses addressing these skills 
are handled in MPA curriculum. In concluding the article, the authors offer 
several options for teaching communication skills to students of the discipline. 

Increasingly, the nations of the world are becoming more interdependent among 
themselves.This is true not only in an economic sense, but in a political sense as 
well The field of public administration has become internationalized, presenting 
to a new challenge to both teachers and students of the discipline. Ventriss article 
argues that special attention should be given to teaching students how to manage 
policy interdependency. Furthermore, the interdisciplinary approach is advo- 
cated as a method of broadening students perspectives in public administration. 
In concluding the article, the author offers several recommendations for improv- 
ing public administration programmes. 

Nations of the Third World are not developing as quickly as their potential 
suggests they should. Kerrigan and Luke article posits that one of the major 
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reasons for this lack of development is a scarcity of trained public managers. 
Teaching citizens of developing countries public administration presents a spe- 
cial challenge The authors point out that the emphasis in training these indi- 
viduals should be placed on practical learning. In addition, curriculum should 
not be placed on practical learning. In addition, curriculum should not be based 
solely on the American model, but should recognize the cultural and economic 
dissimilarities that exist The author close the article by suggesting some possible 
training approaches for developing nations. 

Putting practitioners into the classroom to teach graduate public administration 
courses is a practice about which surprisingly little has been written. The issues 
raised in Felts article are the practitioners role in teaching MPA courses. The 
author examines three important considerations when practitioners become 
teachers. First, the method of teaching is explored with special attention being 
given to case study type approaches. Next, the authority worlds of academics 
and practitioners are compared with several differences being highlighted. Finally, 
the image world of practitioners is examined with a keen eye being placed on 
critical analysis. 

A final course, or project is a standard requirement in Master of Public Admini- 
stration (MPA) programmes. This requirement is intended to permit the student 
to demonstrate advanced ability in the discipline. Bowman article examines one 
such course at Florida State University. The course included readings, exercises, 
oral presentations, and a written report. This author assesses the merits and 
drawback of the course as well as notes the unintended consequences that re- 
sulted. In concluding the article, the author makes several recommendations for 
future courses based on the experiences gained in the Florida state model.

Experience has shown prime importance of people's participation in the success 
of developmental programmes, more particularly in the rural areas. Y. Pardha 
Saradhi discusses participation of four distinct kinds relating to decision-making, 
implementation, sharing of benefits and evaluation that have been identified so 
far. These together constitute a cycle of developmental activity in the process of 
operationalisation, according to him. Following a discussion on different aspects 
of each of the four kinds, he finds that the basic concern of political scientists in 
participation is with decision-making and evaluation, that of administrators 
with implementation of policies and programmes, and that of economists with 
sharing of benefits of development programmes. He also observes that for 
rural development projects, participation in decision-making and implementation 
pertains to 'inputs' while that in sharing of benefits and evaluation pertains to 
'output'. The problem of participation in administration is assuming crucial 
significance. Not only it raises wider questions of alienation but also of 
accountability and efficiency of administrative as well as political processes.

^essentially contested" concepts) on the one side and economic theory on the 
other* Delineating the perspectives on theoretical unity, he discusses in the next 
section different approaches and models like 'structural' theory (as typified by 
Marxism) and rational-choice model and alternative theories to the latter —he 
gives detailed treatment to 'social norm' theory citing leading authorities on their 
characteristic features. 

In the next section. Kola Olugbade discusses in detail the distinct elements of 
rational-choice theory as well as its limitations. While sustaining the 
comprehensive framework of rational-choice theory and establishing its dominance 
on other social science theories, he concedes that many important concepts and 
techniques to this theory are being and will continue to be provided by other 
disciplines. 

Kola Olugbade argues in the concluding section that the drift in social sciences 
"has been caused to a great extent due to the development of specialised techniques 
and specialised hierarchies of concepts". He also points to "a sort of ideological 
conflict" between approaches of many sociologists, economists and political 
scientists. In view of the compulsion of tackling a number of real and urgent 
problems, he endorses Landauer's view favouring collaboration among social 
.scientists from its different disciplines. Emphasising the need for synthesis, he 
observes, "There is a dialectic in the development of scholarly endeavour as there 
is in many other human activities: the more we increase the specialisations, the 
more we are in need of synthesising efforts". The author refers to a number of 
aspects and it is for social scientists of different disciplines, who pay homage to 
paradisdplinary, multidisciplinary and interdisciplinary approaches in human 
affairs, to discuss they to see what perspectives themselves unfold toward 
evaluation of "a unified social science".

BHASKARA RAO, V, and B. VENKATESWARLU, eds. Parliamentary democracy in India 
— trends and issues. Delhi, Mittal Publications, 1987. 31 8p. Rs. 180.00. 

The origin and development of parliamentary institutions in India can be traced to the 
colonial past. The protracted struggle for self-rule and democracy by the Indian people 
under the leadership of the Indian National Congress against the alien rule has also 
provided them an opportunity to train themselves in parliamentary institutions. The 
performance of the natives in these institutions have been commended even by the 
statesmen of the country of their origin. We have a good start and uptil recently a fairly 
good track record. However problems have arisen in the recent past. Doubts were 
expressed about the viability of these institutions in many circles including the portals of 
power. Despite all this, the people in India have to prove time and again of the success 
of parliamentary democracy through massive mandates. 

The collection presents essays-focusing on the issues and trends in the origin, 
development and functions of the parliamentary democracy in India. 

There are four parts focusing attention on: (1) Origin of the parliamentary institutions 
in India, (2) Role of the political parties, (3) Inter-governmental relations, and 
(4) Tension areas in Indian democracy.

There is now .a growing feeling that the only 
solution is for the people — especially the lower castes, tribals and the marginalised 
to organise themselves. This has resulted in the phenomenon of voluntary social action 
which is not only responsive to the needs of the local populace but promotes self- 
organisation and collective constiousness among the poor. 

This work provides the systematic evaluation of the way in which such grassroots 
organisations actually work in, practice. The author has studied thirtyeight groups sot 
up by the tribal youth in the rural areas of Gujarat. He examines the manner in which 
these groups promote the sodo-economic development of their members while not for 
saking the wider struggle for their rights. 

After outlining the genesis and structure of these groups, the author has presented 
detailed case studies to provide an in-depth examination of voluntary social action by 
weaker sections in India. 

BROGDEN, MIKE, TONY JEFFERSON and SANDRA WALKLATE. Introducing police- 
work. London, Unwin Hyman, 1988. 224p. £ 9.95. 

This volume offers a concise overview of the subject of police- work. The authors provide 
critical’ evaluations of the contributions made by psychologists, social psychologists, 
historians, sociologists, and political scientists, and an assessment of how these fit 
within an over-all understanding of police-work. 



Amongst the issues considered are: (a) the processes of socialization that lead to a "cop 
culture"; (b) the historical evolution of police working practices and their current impact 
upon the social divisions of age, gender, race and dass; { c ) problems within the present 
system of accountability; (d) the prospects for success of recent (post scarman) initiatives, 
such as community consultation. 

The work also provides discussion of key issues in the consideration of police work; race 
and crime, the question of gender, victimization and the 'new realism", police monitoring, 
neighbourhood with watch, and police training initiatives.

The looming challenge of communalism in India is the nation's single biggest internal 
challenge, not only to the working and stability of our domestic secular federal system, 
but also to the basic principles governing our national life and providing meaning to our 
new identity. Today commimalism is tearing apart the rich, beautiful and dosely knit, 
multi-coloured tapestry of Indian unity. In the backdrop of world history, the diverse 
nation of India appears as a great artefact of sodo-cultural comingling, a proud product 
of centuries of rare human admixture of ethnic, religious, regional and linguistic strands, 
whose process of interaction and synthesis resulted in evolving the world's most 
authentic and complex plural society, ft is this great polity, with its rich and rare 
background, that is threatened to-day with domestic disruption, due to engineered 
discord among its many segments. This volume records the deliberations of the 
two seminars. The first one, held on 7 March 1987, was on communalism and 
Casteism, and the second on 28 November 1987, on the Economic Challenges to the 
Polity. 

The discussion in the first seminar revolved round the theme on commimalism written 
by Professor Rasheeduddin Khan.

SINGH, B.P. Bscal tranfers; the working of Finance Commissions in India. Delhi, Amar 
Prakashan, 1989. 132p. Rs.120.00 

The publication presents an integrated analysis of the working of fiscal federalism in 
India and points out how the Finance Commissions have failed to utilize the 
opportunities given to them to evolve superior methods of tackling the problems of 
federal finance. There are seven chapters. In the first chapter the theory of fiscal 
federalism has been analysed along with the development that has taken place recently. 
The theme of the second chapter is the historical evolution of the Indian federal finance 
from the early British period to the adoption of the Indian Constitution in 1950. The 
principles adopted by various Finance Commissions of net revenue of income tax to 
be transferred to the states but also to recommend the allocation of the divisible pool 
among the States is the subject matter of chapter three. The sharing of Union excise 
duties with the states is the subject matter of chapter four. All aspects of the problem 
of grants in aid have been taken up in chapter five. After discussing the working of 
the Finance Commission in respect of tax-sharing and grants, an appraisal of this 
work has been taken up in Chapter six. Chapter seven is the concluding chapter in 
which the findings of the whole work are summarised and relevant conclusions are 
drawn. There is a six-page bibliography. 
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GHARTEY, J.B. Crisis account ability and development in the Third World: the case of 
Africa. Aldershot, Avebury, 1987. 170p. £. 18.50. 

The main objectives of this book are: (1) To appreciate the potency of accountability 
as a vehicle for development; (2) Realise the need to be accountable themselves and 
expect others to be accountable for public office, trust and property; (3) Recognise 
when to utilise professional services and advice to achieve accountability; (4) Realise 
that accounting transcends the boundaries of measuring and communicating financial 
transactions and that working in collaboration with social scientists and other 
professionals, accountants can assist in providing the desired database needed to 
promote peace and development in Africa, 

There are nine chapters. First chapter in introductory. Second chapter discusses the roots 
and implications of the African crisis. Chapter 3 provides the theoretical basis for this 
study, and outlines the sources and implications of this disappointment. In chapter 4, the 
roots costs and implications of political instability together with the potential contribution 
accountability can make to minimise the incidence of political instability, are discussed. 
Chapter 5 sets out to determine why and how inadequate accountability has managed 
to sustain its prominence as the threshold of misery and underdevelopment in Africa 
all these years. Chapter 6 and 7 outline measures needed to reform accountability for 
self-sufficiency and sustained development. Chapter 8 discusses the role of education 
in accountability and development.

GOULD, CAROL d Rethinking democracy: freedom and social cooperation in politics, 
economy, and society. Cambridge, Cambridge University Press, 1988. 363 p. £. 27.50. 

This volume offers a fundamental reconsideration of the theory of democracy, arguing 
that democratic decision-making should apply not only to politics but also to economic 
and social life. The author redefines traditional concepts of freedom and social equality, 
and proposes a principle of equal positive freedom in which individual freedom and 
scdal cooperation are seen to be compatible. Reformulating basic conceptions of property, 
authority, economic justice,and human rights, the author suggests a number of ways in 
which these principles could be realized in social institutions. She also discusses such 
issues as democratic control of technology, the nature of democratic personality, and 
the question of democracy in international relations. 

LIMAYE, MADHU. Indian national movement: its ideological and socio-economic 
dimensions. New Delhi, Radiant, 1989. 452p. Rs. 300.00. 

This study analyses the ideology and socio-economic bases of the Indian national 
movement. There are three parts. Part one begins with the bursting of the aggressive 
Western Civilization upon Asia. This volume controverts the traditional Marxist 
postulates of primitive accumulation and the rise of capitalism. It was not the cheap 
products of the British manufacturing industry that captured the Asian markets, but the 
superior military force that destroyed the idigenous industry and paved the way for 
British manufacturers. The author devotes special attention to the Indian Army's 
recruitment policies before and after 1857 and traces army dominance over Pakistan and 
Sikh separatism largely to these policies. The book goes on to assess the profound 
effect on Indian legal and social relations of the powerful solvent of the British 
Jurisprudence. 

Part two deals with the rise of the ideology of Indian nationalism. Barring a few Parsi 
leaders — and Mahatma Gandhi — no other important Indian leader was free from 
equivocation about the concepts of Nation. Indian languages did not have any 
equivalent expression for Nation and this was a source of muddled confusion and 
conflict. The contention between non-denominational nationalism and denominational 



or religion-based nationalism is thereafter reviewed in all its different phases. The 
author analyses the mysterious process of the emergence of "Charismatic leaders" in 
growing and stagmant societies. He discusses the variety of means and methods 
employed by the freedom fighters and evaluates their comparative significance from 
the stand point of the final goal 

Part three reviews the economic and social ideology of the freedom movement. The 
author argues the while the mixture of Gandhism and Nehruism has tinkered with 
India's pressing socio-economic problems,, the effort to create a modem welfare state 
has been bogged down in the quagmire of slow growth rate, controls, corruption, 
indolence, inefficiency and self-seeking. The author warns that without an all round 
regeneration the newly won state and national independence themselves would be 
put in jeopardy. 

NAQYI, S..Q.A. Sods! change and political partidpation. New Delhi, Commonwealth 
Publishers, 1989. 342p. Rs. 275.00. 

The present work deals with political participation in the frame of soda-economic 
change over the 'period, in Independent India. The study was confined to the area of 
Amrcha assembly constituency only. There -are eight chapters. The first chapter is based 
on a brie? review of available literature of sodal stratification, sodo-economic change and 
political partidpation. Chapter two is devoted to the conceptual framework and the 
definitions of the factors like political partidpation and its different contributory 
variables. Chapter three discusses the major features of the economic, sodal and political 
developments in Amroha constituency and its surroundings in the post-independence 
periods. Chapter four focuses upon the prominent characteristics of .the sample 
respondents (elites as well as voters), their sodal and economic background is discussed. 
Chapter fifth discusses the relationship patterns between different sodo-economic and 
political variables. The sixth chapter deals with the trend and background of recruitment 
of elitess and the changes.

For centuries the people of Punjab shared a largely homogeneous culture and tilled lands 
that we monotonously uniform in productivity. The pattern began to change after the 
construction of massive irrigation canals by the British mainly in western Punjab. The 
region prospered and eventually emerged as a food-surplus area, supplying grain to 
deficit areas throughout India.Meanwhile, agricultural production lagged behind in 
eastern Punjab. 

When Punjab was divided between India and Pakistan in 1947, the larger share of rural 
infrastructure and fertile land went to Pakistan, signalling brighter prospects for further 
growth in that country. However, subsequent events have dimmed the hopes once held 
for Pakistani Punjab, while Indian Punjab has emerged as the agricultural showpieace of 
that nation. 



This book documents fhe factors leading to the divergence of the fortunes of the two 
Punjabs since independence. It is a pathbreaking study of the impact of different 
policies and institutional structures upon the agricultural performance and rural 
development of the two parts of Punjab — Indian and Pakistani. 

The author had a unique opportunity for first hand research in both the Indian and 
Pakistani Punjab. Her survey of 240 farmers revealed significant differences in farming 
practices, which relate directly to dissimilar policy goals and reflect the divergence of 
political and economic priorities in the two countries.

Gangadhar Jha traces the decline of urban local bodies from Lord Repon’s concept 
of ‘political fuirseiy to the present morbid state by analysing the factor which have 
been instrumental in weakening the urban local bodies. He argued that the situation 
has reached a stage where a cosmetic approach of introducing reform within the 
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existing framework of municipal administration is not likely to yield positive results. 
He, therefore, advocates constitutional protection for the urban local self-government 
units so as to enhance their functional capabilities. 

Justice V.R. Krishna Iyer while underpinning constitutional drawback in the distribu- 
tion of power between centre and states, advocates constitutional recognition to the 
urban local bodies for statutory delineation of their powers, functions and resources. 

L.N.P. Mohanty suggests a balanced state-municipal relationship. For that it is nec- 
essary that the state government should lay emphasis on guidance, research, advisory 
and consultancy services, technical assistance and training programmes whereas on the 
local government side, the stress should be laid on procedures to the end that deci- 
sions can be made and implemented efficiently. Since urban local bodies are the sub- 
system of a political system, the system should impose a pattern of uniformity of 
standards of performance by exercising its legal regulatory powers on the sub-system. 

Meshram and Bansal while referring to various Nagarpalika Sammelans, mention 
three specific issues. These are concerned with the criteria for the establishment of 
municipal bodies their reclassification on the basis of population, income and other 
relevant issues, and the desirability of a single tier or two-tier administrative structure 
for various municipal bodies. 

Malla Reddy while enlisting various obligatory and discretionary functions of urban 
local bodies stresses the need for adding new functions like guiding the citizens in 
building their houses, strengthening the public health services, providing environ- 
mental inputs and extending social welfare and recreational facilities. In addition, the 
author also suggests different measures to improve the functioning of these bodies. 

Mobilisation of private and public resources in an innovate way for city development 
is one of the major tasks facing the urban local bodies. According to Sharma, this is 
not only a matter of Pumping in finance and providing more teeth to municipalities 
in legal terms, but also inculcating a development approach to make them self-sustain- 
ing after some time. 

Chandrasekhara stresses the need for improving quality and efficiency of municipal 
management. Improvement management involves restructuring and reorientation of 
the deliberative wing of the local body as well as its executive wing. In this process, 
the essential functions of the local body required to be identified and the manner of 
discharging these functions, the tools by which the task can be carried out and the 
administrative and financial procedures required to carry out management tasks 
effectively are recast with an innovating awareness of current day problems. 

Nandy explores possibilities of restructuring and improving municipal personnel 
system in India. The repeate calls for adoption of the unified and integrated approach 
by different committees have had no impact. He suggests changing the policies and 
attitudes of state governments, designing training programmes systematically, and im- 
proving personnel management policies and practices both at the level of State 
Directorates of Local Bodies and the municipalities. However, the success of these 
endeavours would be defeated if these measures are not seriously administered by 
men of ability and integrity at the top. 

Lall underlines strategies to improve the financial flows to urban local bodies. After 
estimating urban infrastructure finance demand and setting out objectives of the 
concerned institute, he explains the process of establishing an Urban Infrastructure 
Finance Institution during the Eighth Plan period. 

Sundaram calls for the establishment of an apex institute like National Bank for 
Urban Development which can be the source of long-term funds for municipal finance 
and which can be entirely devoted to the financing of urban development and 
municipal infrastructure. 


Bohra in his article outlines proposal to improve financial relations between urban 
local bodies and Indian states. 

Jain considers it necessaiy to examine the issues of design of local government organs 
in the perspective of basic changes in rural-urban relationship to pattern so Eat the 
structures promote and channelise forces of desirable growth rather than frustrate the 
basic goals of policy. 

Karandikar observes that the tendency to find technological solutions to socio-eco- 
nomic problems in a centralised planning environment is still present but the role 
and efficiency of participative mechanism are gaining increasing recognition. However, 
the modalities and extent of coopting of communities and non-governmental organ- 
isations in the decision-making process are perhaps still a matter of debate and ex- 
perimentation, primarily due to the vested interests that perceive participation as a 
destablizing force capable of altering power relationship. A concensus is certainly 
emerging in the direction of adopting more participative styles of development ad- 
ministration. 

The awareness about training has grown recently. Kopardekar reviews the training 
situation in India, discusses the international perspective and suggests an action 
agenda for designing and implementing new training programmes in such a manner 
so that the participants understand and identify the situational requirements, initiate 
development activities and maintain services in the context of these requirements. 

Mulkh Raj in the light of implementation of programmes like urban employment, 
urban shelter upgrading, urban poverty and urban basic services, poses a question 
whether municipalities are ready to bear the brunt of such responsibilities? Also, he 
provokes scepticism from those convinced about the inability of the municipal staff, 
municipal procedures and municipal management to come up to the expected levels 
of performance. For that he underlines certain measures necessaiy to develop the 
skills available at the municipal level and improving the scale of government funding 
to meet the training and retraining requirements of municipal staff. 

Bijlani and Rao provides an insight into the role and function of public agencies in 
the context of societal needs of the present and foreseable future with special refer- 
ence to water supply and sanitation. The article examines the nature and extent of 
people’s access to these services and outlines approaches which can effect a substan- 
tive tilt in the government response towards creating more livable environment.

The special issue grew out of Minnowbrook II, a September 1988 conference. 
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It is argued that the Founders’ intentions are most correctly interpreted through the 
virtue-centered, paradigm of civic humanism, with its attendent ‘ ethics of character”. 
Such an interpretation has major implications for the civic obligations of public ser- 
vants. Among them are obligations to encouiage civic autonomy, to govern by persua- 
sion, to transcend the corruptions of power, and to become civic exemplars. Because 
these vital civic responsibilities have been neglected in recent years, it is argued that 
public administration should take the lead in promoting them as standards of good 
government. 

Rohr article examines the ambiguity in the meaning of executive power in both the 
text of the U.S. constitution and in subsequent judicial interpretations. This ambiguity 
has had a profound impact on the constitutional position of the oublic administration. 
In the recent independent counsel case, the U.S. Supreme Court offered a restrictive 
interpretation of the President’s constitutional powers to remove subordinate officers. 
This new interpretation could lead to increased congressional control over adminis- 
trative agencies. 

The new Public Administration sought a public seivice whose legitimacy would be 
based, in part, on its promotion of “social equity”. Since 1968, several personnel 
changes congruent with the new public administration have occurred: traditional 
managerial authority over public employees has been reduced through collective 
bargaining and changes in constitutional doctrines, the public seivice has become 
more socially representative; establishing a representative bureaucracy has become an 
important policy goal; more emphasis is now placed on employee participation in the 
work place; and legal changes regarding public administrators’ liability have promoted 
an “inner check” on their behaviour. At the same time, however, broad systemic 
changes involving decentralisation and the relationship between political officials and 
career civil servants have tended to undercut the impact of those changes in personnel 
The theories of Minnowbrook the author has, therefore, proven insufficient as a 
foundation for a new public seivice. Grounding the public service’s legitimacy in the 
U.S. Constitution is a more promising alternative and is strongly recommended. 

Does public management matter? Under what, if any, conditions does how public 
organizations are led, structured, and coordinated affect the quality of citizens’ lives? 
Dillulio essay recommends an approach to public management studies that is directed 
at answering these questions and ‘recovering’ the public management variable. Using 
examples from the recent literature on schools, prisons, and armies and drawing on 
various theoretical literatures it is argued that the future of public management 
studies should lie in efforts to specify what ends given public organizations ought to 
achieve and how best to achieve them. 

Maynard-Moody article takes implementation theory one critical step further. It 
argues that administrative policy making is a separate, distinguishable process, not a 
stage in or component of the legislative policy-making process. In addition, the author 
argues that the institutional setting for policy making has a major influence on policy 
ideas, choices, and actions. Administrative agencies from a distinct institutional setting 
for policy politics, and setting influences policy outcomes. The implications of the in- 
stitutional perspective for understanding policy-making, policy-analysis, and the legiti- 
macy of public organizations are examined. 

The neglect of moral discourse in mainstream organization theory during the past four 
decades may be attributed to the dominance of the ‘decision’, popularized by Herbert 
Simon, as the field’s primary unit of analysis. Underwritten by an epistemology 
derived from the logical positivists’ analytical distinction between value and fact, the 
idea of decision has come to be uncritically accepted as a morally neutral and 
empirically self-evident beginning point for organizational analysis. The ethnometho- 
dological writings of Harold Garfinkel, coupled with insights from contemporary 
philosophy of language, radically challenge the value and fact distinction, pointing to 
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an epistemology of everyday life in which value and fact are initially fused. The 
inherent fusion of value and fact provides the basis for an alternative epistemology 
for organization theory-termed the ‘action’ or ‘process’ perspective which fundamen- 
tally alters the empirical understanding of organizational life and, consistent with the 
writings of Mary Parker Fallen, enables the recovery of organization theory’s moral 
centre. 

Shan grow and crow article examines Herbert Simon’s notion of a ‘design’ science and 
discusses its applicablity to the field of public administration. Public administration, 
as a design science, exists at the nexus between the inner and outer environments of 
public organizations. As such, it integrates and synthesizes theories and propositions 
from other disciplines including the behavioural sciences, the system sciences, and the 
natural sciences. In addition to being concerned with descriptive aspects of the field, 
public administration scholars must be willing to prescribe, to design, and to redesign 
public sector systems. A framework for assessing design opportunities is developed 
and questions revised by this approach are addressed. 

Public Administration is an activity possesses in large degree the formal attributes of 
secular collective ritual, e.g., repetition, role playing stylization, order, staging, creation 
of meaning. Three types of administrative ritual can be identified: explicit rites, such 
as ceremonies and regularized events; formalistic processes, like budgeting and audit- 
ing and expressive programmes, exemplified by anti-drug campaigns and rural free de- 
livery. Rituals constructed inside organizations tend to use specialized language and 
involve active participation; those directed to outsiders employ lay language and 
dramatic forms. Ritual in administration is unavoidable, and it affects different 
observers differently. If excessively compelling, it could be dangerous, but within 
proper constraints it helps to state collective purpose and reinforces common bonds. 

The thesis of Ventriss article is that a public philosophy of public administration needs 
to be formulated. It must not be based upon romantic and technocratic approaches 
as past efforts have been. It must rest instead upon a revitalized concept of the public 
that stresses the importance of public interdependency, public learning, public lan- 
guage, and a critical evaluation of the relationship between the role of the state and 
public administration. This emphasis has important implications for the respective re- 
sponsibilities of both academicians and practicing administrators. 

Burke article considers whether the individual responsibilities of bureaucratic officials 
provide a useful means for reconciling the tension between democracy and bureauc- 
racy. Three questions central to the proper definition of bureaucratic responsibility 
arc examined: (I) What is the relation of bureaucratic responsibility to the view that 
proper bureaucratic conduct is essentially a matter of ethics and morality? (2) If the 
appeal to the moral values does not ordinarily offer an acceptable guide to proper 
bureaucratic conduct, upon what principles does a theory of bureaucratic responsibil- 
ity rest? (3) What issue arise in putting responsibility into practice within a complex 
organizational setting? The article concludes that a democratic process-based concep- 
tion offers the most useful way of thinking about the responsibilities of bureaucratic 
officials. 

Both bureaucratic and democratic ideals are essential elements of the public admini- 
stration ethos, yet these two sets of ideals have not been effectively integrated as an 
ethic of public administration. Ethics have been approached primarily from a rule- 
oriented bureaucratic perspective that gives little guidance to administrators who wish 
to promote democratic ideals and function ethically in an increasingly political admin- 
istrative role. Denhardt article suggests that ethics can be approached, instead, from 
a political perspective that recognizes public administrators as political authorities 
legitimated and constrained by the same belief system that legitimates and constraints 
elected and judicial officials. Approaching ethics from a political perspective permits 
administrators to pursue democratic ideals by exercising political judgement and 
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participating in the political process of policy-making. At the same time, a political 
ethic of public administration establishes constraints on such administrative activity 
through a recognition that bureaucratic values are essential to the legitimacy of public 
administration. Therefore, active involvement in the political environment is ethical 
only in the pursuit of democratic values and only it does not undermine the legitimacy 
of public administration. 

The conditions that produced Israel’s strong state and the implications of state are not 
likely to be replicated elsewhere, exactly. However, Israel’s case offers some general 
lessons that ought to be considered by advocates of a strong bureaucratic state, as 
suggested by the New Public Administration of the 1968 Minnowbrook Conference. 
These include poor management of public enterprises and social services, high infla- 
tion, politicization of public sector employment; a plethora of centrally-defined rules, 
many of which are evaded in the interests of flexible public administration; lack of 
moderation of policy demands, and perpetuation of the state’s dominance of the 
economy as it becomes the first resort of groups in distress.

The major correction to post-progressive legitimacy theory is renewed attention to the 
constitutional constraints that surround administrative behaviour. The article suggests 
that, in the face of contemporary challenges, either pragmatism or tradition-based 
constitutional theory will be the likely foundation for administrators as they attempt 
to reflect on and enhance their own legitimacy.

This paper looks at the experience of several World Bank assisted outreach programmes 
in India, and attempts to distill some lessons for the design and management of the 
National Family Welfare and Integrated Child Development Services programmes. 

There are four parts. The first part is introductory. The second part reviews the mana- 
gerial approaches of three bank assisted programmes in nutrition, family welfare and 
agricultural extension in India. They are chosen because they are: (a) outreached based, 
(£) run by the government, and (c) operating on a very large scale, in view of the 
substantial existing literature on small scale, NGO-run programmes whose experience 
may or may not be replicable in the national programmes. The third part compares the 
way the national family welfare programme's outreach efforts are designed and managed 
in terms of each of the feature identified in the second part of the paper. It draws on 
the family welfare literature, and on experience on in Uttar Pradesh where the Bank was 
involved in two large scale family welfare projects from 1973 to 1988; and in Kerala, 
Karnataka and West Bengal, where similar projects are still under implementation. The 
fourth part compares the way the Integrated Child Development Services programme is 
designed and managed. This paper focuses on the micro management aspects of outreach 
system design in the public sector.

INTERNATIONAL BANK FOR RECONSTRUCTION AND DEVELOPMENT. Public fi- 
nance in adjustment programmes, by Ajay Chhibber and Javad Khalizadeh-Shirazi. 
Washington, D.C. World Bank, 1988. 65p. 

The objectives of this paper are to examine the role of the fiscal reform in adjustment 
programmes and to draw out the experience in public sector finance, as well as the major 
lessons that emerge for the design of the fiscal reform recommendations and condition- 
ality in adjustment lending. There are four parts. The first part is introductory. Part two 
focuses on the macro-economic implications of fiscal deficits the extent to which they have 
been reduced in selected countries, the consistency of the fiscal policy with other instru- 
ments and the question of sustainability of fiscal policy and growth. Part three deals with 
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expenditure policy issues, particularly those related to the level and composition of 
recurrent and public investment outlays. Part four outlines the desirable elements of 
change in tax systems and the experience with reform. The concluding sections summa- 
rizes the key conclusions and outlines the set of fiscal considerations appropriate for 
inclusion in growth-oriented adjustment programmes and lending. There are about twenty 
references. 

INTERNATIONAL BANK FOR RECONSTRUCTION AND DEVELOPMENT. The size 
and growth of government spending, by David L. Lindauer. Washington, D.C. World 
Bank, 1988. 41p. 

In this paper an attempt is made to discuss, two basic issues concerning the growth of 
government especially as it pertain to developing economies: (1) What have been the 
trends in the growth of government expenditures in developing relative to industrialized 
nations, and (2) what are the potential explanations for the observed growth in spending 
by developing country governments. 

There are four sections. Section 1 surveys the empirical evidence on the growth of 
government expenditures. First, a number of measurement issues are raised including the 
definition of the public sector, the appearance of off-budget expenditures, and the use of 
price deflators for government output. Section 1 then reviews available data on govern- 
ment expenditures for OECD and developing nations. Both a long-term perspective, 
provided by several OECD economies, and contemporary experience, essentially since, 
1960, are presented. 

In section II, the determinants of the growth in government are considered. This 
literature covers demographic demands for expenditure growth, the changing relative 
prices of public vis-a-vis private goods, the income elasticity of public goods, and the 
arguments of the public choice school. Most of these explanations have been directed at 
understanding trends in industrialized nations, and little has been written on the relevance 
of these explanations for developing nations. This section briefly speculates on the 
determinants of government growth in developing countries against the backdrop pro- 
vided by results on advanced economics . This is a background paper for the 1988 World 
Development Report.

LEELA, PILLALAMARRI. Import substitution and economic efficiency: a micro-level study. 
Bombay, Himalaya, 1984. 129p. Rs. 70.00. 

The present work is a revised version of author’s Ph.D. thesis submitted to the Andhra 
University, Waltair. It deals with the problem of important substitution and economic 
efficiency at the micro-level and examines the economic efficiency of an important import 
substituting industry, namely, the nitrogenous fertiliser industry. Estimates of the DRC 
and ERP indicate the general inefficiency of the industry and the high degree of effective 
protection enjoyed by it. In view of the major role played by fertilizers the growth of the 
agricultural sector^ the study emphasises the importance of efficiency in the production 
of fertilisers for. an agricultural economy like India with a rapidly growing population. The 
study also emphasises the need for^a more selective approach to the implementation of 
the import substitution policy, if it is to contribute to efficiency in the allocation of 
resources. There is a six-page bibliography. 

MANDAL, R.B. Systems of rural settlements in developing countries. New Delhi, Concept, 
1989. 624p. Rs. 540.00. 

In this book, the main thrust is on analysing the origin and evolution of the rural urban 
linkages, national settlement system, satellte villages, village viability assessment, resettle- 
ment schemes along with the regional conditions available in Tanzania, India, Isreal, 
Pakistan, Zambia, Cuba and others.

PAL, DIPT! PARKAS. Structural interdependence and development: an input-output study of 
the Indian economy. Bombay, Himalaya, 1988. 217p. Rs. 85.00. 

This study is author’s Ph.D. dissertation in Economics (1981) submitted and approved by 
the University of Kalyani. It examines the structural interdependence of the Indian 
economy, its intertemporal changes and interlinks with foreign trade. The methodology 
used is an open static 1-0 model. In the analysis of each specific issue, the author has 
discussed the relevent theortical models, used a number of parallel indicators and con- 
structed a few new original ones. The author has formulated a model which decomposes 
import substitution into technological effect and demand effect. 

There are ten chapters and two appendices. Three chapters are devoted to the theoretical 
and empirical issues of linkage while three other chapters examine the different facets of 
interlinks between foreign trade and structural interdependence. The question of relative 
stability of the alternative 1-0 structures is also examined. An evaluation of linkage as a 
theoretical tool is presented in the first appendix while the second appendix discusses the 
procedures adopted in the construction of the Indian 1-0 tables. 

PANCHAMUKHi, V.R. Trade policies of India: a quantitative analysis . Delhi, Concept, 1988. 
317p. Rs, 70.00. 

The present study has attempted to discuss some selected aspects of the trade policy 
system. Firstly, the problems of clearly indentifying and measuring the different compo- 
nents of the trade policy system are discussed. In this context, the implications of impor- 
tant licencing system are subjected to detailed analysis. Secondly, the effects of the trade 
policy system on the various aspects of the domestic economic activities are analysed. The 
third aspect considered in the book refers to a problem in trade theory regarding the de- 
terminants of trade behaviour. The question of relative importance of the different de- 
terminants of trade flows such as factor proportions, technology factor, trade policies, is 
also discussed. The concept of technological distance is developed to examine the behavi- 
our of exporting firms as against that of non-exporting firms. The question as to why 
some firms choose to export whereas others, do not, is also examined. 

The study has made use of some of the recent tools of analysis such as Import Flow 
Matrix, Effective rate of Protection and Domestic Resource Cost to analyse the implica- 
tions of trade policies. These tools are applied to various sectors of the Indian economy 
for different points of time. It has raised a number of issues on the effectiveness of inter- 
national factors such as GSP on the export-import behaviour of a GSP beneficiary 
country. In particular the experience of India under GSP is examined from various 
aspects. Recent trends in the trade policies in India are also discussed with a view to 
deriving some guidelines for future policy-making. There is a seventeen-page bibliogra- 
phy. 

RAY, SUNIL BARAN. Industrial growth and protection in India. Allahabad, Chiigh, 1988. 
248p. Rs. 200.00. 

The present work is the revised version of the dissertation which was submitted to the 
Mysore University during 1982 for doctoral degree. The protection indubitably leads to 
import substitution. However, it does not necessarily mean that the ‘type’ of growth that 
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emerges in a sheltered market fulfils the objective of achieving self-sufficienccy. It exam- 
ine this issue empirically in the context of industrial development of India. 

There are seven chapters. First chapter is introductory, Chapter II begins with the his- 
torical evolution of the policy of protection adopted by the Government of India at 
various points of time until recently. Chapter III evaluates the role of Tariff Board/

Chapter V traces the growth of the Indian Safety Match Industry historically before and 
after the industry got protected, discusses the Comparative growth of the various sectors 
of the industry under tariff as well as sectoral protection, and examines the growth and 
various performances of the cottage sector of the industry under sectoral protection. The 
effect of protection on the various performances of the industries studied is disscussed 
in chapter VI. Chapter VII presents conclusions and policy implications. There is a 
twelve-page bibligoraphy. 

SEN, SUKLA AND JYOTIRMOY SEN. Evolution of rural settlements in West Bengal 1850- 
1985: a case study. Delhi, Daya Publishing House, 1989. 168p. Rs. 160.00. 

The object of the present study is to analyse settlement changes, particularly its special 
pattern and internal structure in the moribund Ganga delta of Bengal during the last one 
hundred and thirty-five years, i.e., 1850-1985, factors responsible for physical as well as 
socio-economic change and the specific role played by each of the factors and exact 
process of change. 

There are three chapters, the physical background including geology, geomorphology, 
rivers, climate, soil and vegetation has been dealt within part I of chapter 1, and while 
part II of this chapter deals with the cultural landscape of the area, e.g., people, agricul- 
ture, occupation, industry and communication. Chapter two deals with the detailed study 
of settlement history morphology and economy of twelve selected mauzas. Part II draws 
the major findings of village studies. Chapter three analysis the factors that brought about 
a change in the cultural landscape of this area.

SINGH, ABHIMANYU. Planning for development: a backward economy. New Delhi, Vikas, 
1989. 248p. Rs. 195.00. 

Planning for development has been the main concern since independence. Lately the 
thurst has been mainly on the amelioration of poverty. But not much attention has been 
given to reduction in inequality of distribution of income cr reducing the regional dispari- 
ties in development. The author emphasizes the greater well-being and growth can take 
place only with balanced regional development. The backward regions are richly endowed 
have potential for growth, which if tapped appropriately will help to accelerate the 
development process. 

The author analyzes the causes for the tardy growth of the eastern region with particular 
reference to Bihar State. Apart from paucity of resources, which is accentuated by the 
fact that there is lack of will to mobilise the resources internally, there is failure to exploit 
the available opportunities by the local population due to lack of enterprise arising out 
of mass iliteracy^nd ignorance. The administration is also unable to resist the pressure 
of powerful interests to divert the scarce development funds for their own gain. The 
administration has been lax in enforcing discipline leading to time lag and unsatisfactory 
execution of development programmes. 

SINHA, D.K. Economics of industrialisation in India. New Delhi, Deep and Deep, 1988. 280p. 
Rs. 200.00. 

In this book the author analyses the performance of the Indian economy in general and 
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its industrial sector in particular, during the first three plans. Progress in respect of 
economic development could have been judged in terms of changes in income per capita. 
But economic development is a multi-dimensional process. As such any unidimensional 
measurement of a multi-dimensional process, would be fraught with serious limitations. 
It has, therefore, been considered essential to examine certain other aspects which could 
reflect the economic transformation. As productivity-change is the end-result of a large 
number of economic, technological and behavioural factors and as the increase in pro- 
ductivity has played a crucial role in the economic growth of advanced countries. It was 
but necessary to estimate the extent of productivity increasein the Indian industries. An 
ovies advantages of this approach bas been that it focuses attention upon the factors 
which determine economic growth or stagnation rather than on tl ; end product, that is, 
income per head of population. An attempt has also been made to establish co-relation 
between productivity-increase and its certain measurable determinants. Further, the 
author shows how far increase in output has been due to higher utilisation of capacity.

SINHA, RAM VICHAR. Economic development of India. New Delhi, Asia, 1989. 268p. 
Rs. 250,00. 

This work deals with the core sectors of India’s economic development which has under- 
gone structural changes in terms of the need of various infrastructures. The author has 
high-lighted and analysed some of the significant issues with an overall picture of the 
dynamics of the country’s march towards a socialistic pattern of society. It presents a well- 
kint fabric of the financial, fiscal and industrial problems of our economy. It also deals 
with the recent policy measures relates to the issues, viz., saving and economic growth, 
resource mobilisation, financing priority sectors and State plans, credit development by 
banks, regional economic planning, technology transfer, unemployment, public enter- 
prises, industrial licencing policy as well as maladies of the black money and offers novel 
suggestion to correcting the ailing sector of the economy.

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bureaucrats and the political representatives, the bureaucratic behaviour, actual admin- 
istrative powers and limitations of the popular control over the administration Ifce 
municipal administration had to face the complex problems of inadequate finances alone 
with the paucity of responsible and honest municipal personnel as well as of the political 
interference into the routine administration. How these were dealt with and how far the 
administration succeeded to meet the public requirements are the subject matter of the 
fifth chapter.

He prefaces 
his study with a brief discussion on Weber’s model and critique thereon before coming 
to discuss in some detail the environmental context-comprising political culture and 
political structure on which efficacy of policy-making role of bureaucracy depends. 
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Not agreeing with Ferrel Heady’s findings that the behaviour of bureaucracy depends 
on the nature of the political system under which it operates, Chowdhuiy argues that 
besides political, other system-like economic, social and cultural-shape behaviour of 
bureaucracy. He observes that Weberian characteristics are found in bureaucracies of $ 

highly industrialised and democratically pluralistic societies, despite significant dissimi- 
larities due to systemic variations, rather than those of the developing countries. 

Chowdhuiy then takes up for detailed discussion the role of bureaucracies in devel- 
oping nations. He examines the role of the Weberian models of bureaucracy operating 
in Nigeria, Pakistan, Kenya and India. He finds that the reasons for uncharacteristi- 
cally prominent role that bureaucracies play was that in Pakistan, Nigeria and Kenya 
greater emphasis is laid on social and economic development and the tendency of 
centralisation power. Chowdhuiy, however, finds Indian bureaucracy to be more 
professional and competent among the four. India has succeeded in keeping politics 
and administration separate, according to Chowdhuiy, because of existence of strong 
political institutions. . 

Again, taking up the case of developed countries, like France and Germany, 

Chowdhuiy finds that bureaucracies even in developed nations discharge predominant 
role due to late development of political institutions and absence of strong political 
institutions. Chowdhuiy, therefore, concludes that in both developed and developing 
nations bureaucratic involment in politics is depended on the political culture of 
society and its political system.

Substitution of people’s participation by 
involving elected or nominated representatives, according to him, has helped growth 
of cycophants and brokers who have turned out to be key functionaries in spreading 
corruption. He cites from his own administrative experience in districts a number of 
instances of functionaries showing lack of articulation of interest of the beneficiaries 
in different projects and programmes. Ashokvardhan emphasises the need for chang- 
ing outmoded procedures and conventions to have a healthy interface with the people 
and emphasises initiation of innovations at individual level as there is no explicit bar 
on “trying with initiations and innovations in our respective field vocations in a bid 
to institutionalise popular participation in plan process”. To him, it is at best “a 
question of choice and according priorities to oneself’. Ritualism in public participa- 
tion must give way to genuine participation by the people in administration and we 
must be clear about modes and consequences.

Udai Desai examines in his article “major impacts of education policy in India”. He 
describes briefly the remarkable growth of educational institutions, making education 
vastly accessible as is evident from the corpus of scientific and technical personnel 
(third largest in the world) and evolving of a development strategy which is technology 
based. Desai finds that education policy has registered a veiy positive impact on 
India’s economic development by relying “heavily on technological solutions to prob- 
lems of a poverty and low productivity” because “while the emphasis has shifted 
between industry and agriculture from time to time, the central faith in technology and 
science as the solution has not wavered”. Despite the vulnerable sections, like Sched- 
uled Castc/Tribes, having remained untouched, Desai finds gains in literacy rate- 
from 16 per cent in 1951 to 36 per cent in 1981-as impressive keeping in view the fact 
that during these 30 years our populations has nearly doubled. Because of the 
numbers of high quality institutions being very small, Desai emphasises the need for 
paying greater attention to quality rather than quantity. 

In view of high dropout rate and low participation of girls and Scheduled Castes/ 
Tribes, he emphasises undertaking of “systemic study and evaluation of incentive 
schemes”. Desai also underscores the need for serious “rethinking to reduce the dual 
and elitist character of the education system”.

Investment ties are not 
difficult for agencies to sustain among their employees, but they can be expensive. 
Eliciting employee commitment based on shared values is a much more complex 
challenge for agencies. 

Public agencies and supervisors have little influence over the development of ties 
based on investments because most investment opportunities are established by leg- 
islative mandate. And given public sector fiscal constraints, investment ties are likely 
to be inadequate to sustain long-term employee retention. Employee commitment is 
another matter. An agencies culture, socialization processes, and ability to fulfil em- 
ployees’ expectations about work can influence the employee commitment process. 
There are factors that agency managers can influeence, and they warrant manager’s 
attention.

Stressing the theoretical aspects, Bhattacharya discusses: normative concerns in the 
study of public administration along with its inter-theoretic linkages, post-Weberain 
debate on relationship between bureaucracy and democracy, and general Marxist 
orientation toward public administration. He also undertakes a radical critique on 
development administration. 

Among the post-Weberian significant developments, Bhattacharya mentions the 
possibility of replacement of Parsonian structural-functionalism and “the stifling effect 
of techno-administrative domination of the bureaucracy” by critical theory of public 
administration originating from Habermas’ alternative social system analysis. Accord- 
ing to him, the new theory would “plead for debureaucratization and democratisation 
of administration through free flow of communication and an expose’ of inherent 
contradictions in hierarchical relationships”. 

Regarding the on-going controversy about incompatibility of development administra- 
tion (which is criticised as “ideological and Eurocentric”) with life in most of the Third 
World and the recent revival of “radically anti-dependency Marxism” projecting 
success of capitalist development in the Third World, Bhattacharya advises designing 
of an appropriate system of management following “more careful examination of the 
specificity of internal social formations in the Third World countries and... exploration 
of available opportunities for indigenous development”. 

Bhattacharya concludes his analytical essay with this observation, “increasingly public 
administration, as a discipline, is assuming the character of a social critique which is 
a salutary departure from its traditional role as a status quo analyst”.

The views of 234 senior civil servants are reported 
concerning the desirability of moving toward a domestic government as Hong Kong 
undergoes a transition from British to Chinese sovereignty in 1997* Problems of 
inconsistency between their administrative role definition as guardians of the public 
good and participatory democratic government are identified. Comparisons are made 
to similar problems in other countries, and three factors crucial for democritizing the 
administrative state are discussed. These include the meaning of democracy, the 
definition of thee responsibilities of senior civil servants in the achievement and 
maintenance of a democratic polity, and the regime values of Hong Kong. The reluc- 
tance of China to concede to rapid and full democratization is acknowledged as 
aformidable obstacle beyond these factors internal to Hong Kong.

Scholarly re- 
search demonstrates belief of the* American people in fairness, justice, and equality 
and their recognition of the complexity of the subject and their ambivalence toward 
competing claims of equality. Research on public administration finds that bureau- 
cratic decisions rules and the process of policy implementation tend to favour prin- 
ciples of social equity.

He points 
out' how Pandit Nehru was totally against the Services maintaining identity as a 
“coterie apart from people” and emphasised basic requirements, of administration to 
manage developmental changes in a democratic framework; how he wanted problems 
to be tackled with speed and efficiency; and how he gave guidelines to shape new 
functional organisations (when Planning Commission was being set up). He then 
discusses Nehru’s strong views against corruption in administration. 

Paranjape also dwells on Nehru’s failures in implementing the basic changes as per 
his views in his era as Prime Minister of free India. These relate to maintaining 
(through constitutional provisions) privileges of the former Imperial services; failure 
to throw out wasteful, cumberssome and dilatory procedures, and combining of 
authority with responsibility; not integrating I.NA. men with Indian Army; his intol- 
erance of difference of opinion in Cabinet; etc. In the concluding part, Paranjape 
attempts to analyse the reasons of gap between Nehru’s perceptions and achievements 
as expressed by biographers and appends thereto his own as follows”. Many of the 
inadequacies and failures...had their roots in Nehru’s acts of commission and omission. 
But then, to a significant extent, we judge him also veiy largely on the basis of criteria 
which he himself laid down for us”.

As public involvement in public management has expanded in recent decades, ques- 
tions' have increasingly been raised about how public managers should approach this 
involvement. This article attempts to answer those questions using a theory borrowed 
from the literature on small-group decision-making. According to theory (Vroom and 
Yetton, 1973), the degree of group involvement desirable in making a decision varies 
depending on the relative needs for quality and acceptability in an eventual decision. 
The premise of this article is that the same rule may hold for questions of public in- 
volvement. The article initially explains the theory and shows how it can be adopted 
to issues of public involvement. The theory is then tested using data from a reanalysis 
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of 42 public decisions made with varying degrees of public involvement. The data 
support the theory. The theory even gains in elegance when applied to public involve- 
ment because some elements prove irrelevant to highly constrained public issues. 
These findings suggest that the theory can be useful tool for public managers who 
must decide how much, if at all, to involve the public in resolving particular issues.

BBASIN, M.L. Inflation accounting in public enterprises. New Delhi, Amol Publications, 1988. 
453p. Rs. 300.00. 

The present work is based on the research work of the author. It gives a detailed treat- 
ment of concepts and techniques of inflation accounting. It provides a dear understanding 
of accounting data and their limitations during changing prices. It also discusses the 
fundamentals of inflation accounting and explains the rationale and the implications of 
adopting inflation accounting in India. The author has shown how price-level changes 
affect financial statements of Bharat Heavy Electricals Limited as a case study. It covers 
the nine year period from 1975-76 to 1983-84 and uses March 31, 1975 as the ‘cut off 
point. The general purchasing power accounting and current cost accounting methods 
have been used to measure the impact of price-level changes in some important business 
variables, such as, capital, sales revenues, cost of inventories, depreciation, profits, divi- 
dends, taxes, etc. It also illustrates the application of the principal methods of inflation 
accounting. 

Numerous research studies are reported in each chapter to explain the evolving debate 
on inflation accounting. Also discussed and illustrated are the latest developments in the 
U.K., the U.S.A., Canada, India and Australia, etc. The highlight of this work is the 
inflation accounting reporting practices followed by leading public sector enterprises in 
India. An indepth review of the need, problems of implementation and adoption of in- 
faltion accounting in India is also given. There is a twenty-four page bibliography. 

BHAKTA, HARIHAR-Financing agricultural development and mode of production. Delhi, 
Mittal Publications, 1989. 188p. Rs. 150.00. 

Historical evolution of human nature explains that different stages of economic develop- 
ment have been financed out of different sources. Under this theoretical background 
capitalist, pre-capitalist and primitive accumulation financing of agricultural development 
of Saran district in North-West Bihar has been analysed. It has been found that primitive 
accumulation financing is the dominant source. The capitalist approach of financing 
agricultural development of credit institutions needs to be changed to remove defects like 
bcnami transactions, overdyes and choking of funds. 

There are VI chapters. First chapter is introductory. Chapter II deals with the socio- 
economic features, i.e., classification of peasants ownership pattern of land and other 
means of production, land features, social division of labour, monetaziation of the peas- 
antary, technological level of peasants, nature of production and other features relevant 
for the analysis of mode of produciton. Chapter III is devoted to the analysis of capitalist 
financing of agricultural development for which capitalist features like organic composi- 
tion of capital, surplus value and its reinvestment, rate of profit and rate of surplus value 
have been dealt with. Chapter IV is about pre-capitalist financing and agricultural devel- 
opment in which merchant’s and user’s capital in the relevant aspect has been analysed. 
Chapter V deals with primitive accumulation, its different sources and its utilisation 
including financing agricultural development. In Chapter VI conclusion has been drawn. 
The University Grants Commission gave the financial support of this work. 

CHAUDHARY, CM. Monetary policy in India. New Delhi, National, i988. 298p. Rs. 250.00. 

This work deals with monetary policy in India. It covers the planned period. There are 
six chapters.

Rs. 195.00.

To bridge the gulf in 
our planning effort, area planning has attracted the attention of our planners. 

In this context, the present study focuses its attention on Mahanagar Block of Azamgarh 
District of U.P. with an end to evolve a strategy for integrated development of the Block. 
With a lucid of the concept of area planning and growth centre strategy, the book offers 
a penetrating analysis of vital issues with suitable data supplemented and updated by 
conducting survey of all the settlements in the block. The author unfolds his growth 
centre plan for the Block wherein twenty growth centres present and prospective 
ones - have been identified as harbingers of growth to their contiguous area. Further, 
the work specifies time perspective plans for the development of agriculture, education, 
health care, transport arteries and agro-based small industries. Lastly, the author has 
reflected on the snages in our implementation machinery and suggested changes to ensure 
effective and earnest implementation which brings about balanced and integrated devel- 
opment.

INTERNATIONAL BANK FOR RECONSTRUCTION AND DEVELOPMENT. Contract 
plans and public enterprise performance, by John R. Nellis. Washington, D.C. World 
Bank, 1989. 83p. 

Roughly 100 public enterprises in developing countries (50 of them with Bank support) 
are using contact plans...negotiated performance agreements between the government 
owner and the enterprises managers or directors. 
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Contract plans have not improved the financial performance of public enterprises dra- 
matically, The process is probably more important than the product. 

They produce clearer goals, open a dialogue between management and the state, and 
offer such benefits as better accounting, auditing, and management information systems, 
including physical and financial performance indicators and performance targets. 

The problem is, they have been oversold. They are not the mechanism of choice for 
healing a sick company. They work best with firms that operate commercially and already 
have decent management and sound financial and reporting procedures. 

In supporting contract plans, the Bank should keep ambitions modest and emphasize the 
clarification of goals, increased managerial autonomy, and open negotiating between 
management and government. Contract plans should not be a condition of Bank adjust- 
ment operations...at least not until the process has been tested and shown positive results 
in the country. 

INTERNATIONAL BANK FOR RECONSTRUCTION AND DEVELOPMENT. Public 
sector pay and employmnet reform, by Barbara Nunberg. Washington, D.C., World Bank, 
1988. 39p. 

This paper offers an interim review of the Bank’s experience with public sector pay and 
employment reform. Its aim is to establish what has been done and what has been learned 
to date. It seeks to inventory and analyze Bank operational work in selected countries and 
provide a brief guide to Bank research and policy work on this subject. The review covers 
the period between 1981 and February 1987. The paper tries to draw attention to issues 
that have emerged in the early phases of these activities and make some tentative sug- 
gestions about directions for future Bank work rather than draw definitive conclusions 
about the impact of those efforts. The review covers only the bank’s experience with pay 
and employment policy issues in centra] governments with particular reference to the civil 
service. For this most part, this focus excludes reforms undertaken on the level of indi- 
vidual state enterprises or through wholesale reforms of state enterprise sectors. Pay and 
employment issues that have been addressed on an individual sectoral level (e.g. } in an 
individual ministry of agriculture) are also excluded from the survey. There is a six-page 
bibliography.

The objectives of this study are to : (a) Make a general assessment of the performance 
of the various components of the Drought Prone Areas Programme; ( b ) Assess the eco- 
nomic impact of the programme on the beneficiaries; (c) Identify the gaps and inadequa- 
cies of the planning, implementation and management of the programme; (d) Identify the 
difficulties faced by the farmers, while they were getting the benefit or later, and 
(e) Suggest corrective measures for the inadequacies and difficulties observed. 

This evaluation study has focused attention on the land and water management which is 
the ultimate and permanent measure to tackle it. It presents the cost-benefit analysis of 
a few irrigation works taken up under the Drought Prone Areas Programme and a 
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succinct summary of several studies done or guided by the author. Although several 
studies are done so far which are utilised in brief in this study* the central mission is a 
full-fledged case study of a World Bank assisted drought prone Bijapur district, Karna- 
taka and the sum nation of the cost-benefit analysis of several studies.

He 
focuses on the problems associated with the use of public enterprises as instruments of 
distributional goals and examines the question of whether direct budgetary measures on 
the part of government would be preferable. There are detailed analyses of the distribu- 
tional implication of wage incomes, prices and surpluses in the public enterprise sector. 
Finally the author comments from the distributional angle on the results of privatization, 

REDDY, K.N. and SUDHAKAR, S. Incidence of public expenditure in India: a case study 
Andhra Pradesh. New Delhi, Commonwealth Publishers, 1989. 179p. Rs. 160.00 

In this study an attempt is made to estimate the direction of public expenditure from 
1975-76 to 1984-85 in Andhra Pradesh. Basically three issues are attempted: (a) Whom 
did Government expenditures benefit? (b) What categories of expenditures benefited 
which income groups? (c) What was the direction of expenditures over a period of time 
— say a decade ago? There are seven chapters. First chapter is introductory. Conceptual 
issues confronted and methodology followed are discussed in chapter two. Chapter three 
delineates criteria used for apportioning expenditure benefits among different income 
groups. Chapters 4, 5 and 6 present the distributive directions of expenditures and answer 
the basic questions. Chapter 7 summarises the main findings and discusses the policy 
implication. Notes on sources of data and basic tables for the text are presented in 
statistical appendix. There is an eight-page bibliography.

The seminar on “Problems of Rural Development in North-East India” was organised by 
the Agro-Economic Research Centre” for part of the Silver Jubilee Celebrations of the 
Centre, 1960-85.

The seminar was an attempt to understand progress and problems of rural development 
through multi-disciplinary approach. The contributors did not confine to the geographical 
boundary of North-East India alone, they tried to analyse the problems of rural deve- 
lopment from the point of historical development of policy, strategy and programmes in 
the all India context.

The present publication seeks to analyse the relationship between education and the 
socio-economic structure of Indian society. The patronage, English medium schools, 
enjoy and the socially coveted placements, their end-products generally manage to secure, 
seem to show that these institutions alone provide the kind of education that 
matters. 

The education scene in the country reveals a pattern which appears to suggest a one-to 4 - 
one relationship between upper and middle-class patronage (irrespective of caste and 
religion) and the English medium (preferably public) schools.

L. Shridharan looks at this problem with an operational approach, reiterating well- 
known reasons responsible for the problems. In the context of planning, he advocates 
ensuring interiinkages at the planning stage itself through inter-sectoral linkages at 
macro level and comprehensive area planning at district and lower levels. He observes 
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that consistency “is a necessary precondition, though not sufficient for effective opera- 
tional coordination”. He defines coordination as “synchronisation of different types of 
inputs required for the successful implementation of the task at each level of aggre- 
gation over time and space”. These inputs (administrative, financial, physical, infra- 
structural, services or simply signals) ’’would have their own logic of ordering and se- 
quencing with various points of synchronisation (or levels of aggregation) over time de- 
pending on the nature of the task” and absence of even one input could stop the 
progress of a task. He illustrates this by relating a statistical model to few developmen- 
tal schemes. To demonstrate in detail the efficacy of his model, he applies it to two 
schemes — Milch Cow Distribution Scheme (in Andhra) and a Medium Irrigation 
Project. In the end, he gives some useful suggestions — including delegation of power, 
debureaucratisation of procedures, strict monitoring, and periodic review - to facilitate 
better coordination. For delays, he suggests holding the concerned agency responsible 
for cost overruns.

District level has been - and shall continue to be - the testing ground for all our plan 
efforts - from formulation stage through implementation and feedback stages. It is at 
this level that the fate of all developmental programmes is decided. MA.S. Rajan 
presents in his article the administrative angle starting from early fifties, the days of 
, launching of Community Development Programme. He points out the difficulties 
encountered in operationalising and monitoring welfare-oriented programmes at dis- 
trict level due to divergence in size (area-wise and population-wise); location, ecology, 
economic status, etc., of the district, uniqueness in problems of different districts and 
its hierarchical position as a unit in the larger plan area of which it is a part.' He 
observes that district emerged as a unit of “administrative convenience and no more” 
and that “planning has to be independent of its outline”. 

Rajan points out that despite exercising ourselves over decentralisation, result of our 
poverty amelioration programmes point to realities in the reverse direction. He, there- 
fore, suggests building of political thrust in this area as has been the case in some of 
our states in recent years. He illustrates it with the Karnataka model of district plan- 
ning based on 1987 legislation entrusting planning and execution functions to an 
elected Ziiia Parishad in each district. The author argues that this model is more potent 
to meet challenges of coordination, integrating district plans with state plan and 
merging local plans with national plan, and making local planning viable. He feels that 
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this model would lead to better spatial distribution of plan benefits and suggests 
unfettered decentralisation and open-ended programme funding at micro-level. 

The Karnataka model seems to be neater to the concept of District Government. It 
is certainly the boldest experiment according to some observers of taking .the govern- 
ment closer to the people and the field of action envisaging radical changes which are 
bound to dilute the alleged hegemony of State Government. As such, what Is needed 
mast to make it a success - when there is a move for democratic decentralisation 
throughout the country - is political will backed by imagination administrative action.

The purpose of this article is to examine PAR’S treatment of administrative ethics over 
the past 50 years. In the Review, these three basic issues have consistently appeared 
since ft began publication in 1940: (1) the relative virtues of external versus internal 
controls over discretion; (2) the adequacy of neutral competence and responsiveness 
to public opinion as core values; and (3) whether or not discretion should be exercised 
in an effort to advance certain definitions of the public interest. In general, the 1940s 
focused on administrative responsibility, while the 1950s and 1960s concentrated on 
codes of ethics and other external controls. The following two decades were dominated 
by a concern with moral character and a need to improve citizen’s trust in public ad- 
ministrators. Although PAR’S contributions have been important, the authors recom- 
mend that the journal encourage discourse among the contributors. 
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This article is an attempt to move away from micro-economics in the study of admini- 
stration and to concentrate on British administrative ethics from a philosophical 
perspective. Thus, ethics is used here not in the sense of the ethics of managers dealing 
with accounts but as the ‘science' of ranking moral values. The intention of the article 
is to examine how political theory can be used to help illustrate the dilemmas of public 
servants working in a climate which is distinctly hostile to disinterested ideals. The 
ideas of T.H. Green, the English idealist philosopher who contributed so much to our 
understanding of public service, form the basis of the theoretical discussion, and the 
work of senior officials in Whitefall is the material used for illustrated purposes. Where 
do the loyalties of civil servants lie? What are their duties and responsibilities to 
ministers? To whom, for what, and how are civil servants accountable? 
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In the first article Fischer and Zinke begin with a brief discussion of the possible 
political motivations behind the adoption of codes of ethics by professional organiza- 
tions such as the American Society for Public Administration. They argue that such 
codes may only serve as legitimation devices, designed to reassure a doubting public, 
and that until they begin to address issues such as organizational democracy and 
reform, formal codes of administrative ethics are likely to remain largely ineffective 
within public organizations. 

Hummel picks up on the importance of the organizational relationships in facilitating 
ethical behaviour in public organizations is precluded. To facilitate ethical behaviour 
by public administrators, the construction of public organizations must be built up on 
a ‘collaboration’ between scientific knowledge and post-modern critical modes of 
thought. At this point, the larger Issue of organizational structure versus individual 
morality is fully' enjoined. 

. Myion deals directly with the two traditional, and opposing, views that either (1) 

modem organizational structure precludes ethical behaviour by individuals, or (2) in- 
dividuals can and must take a ‘heroic stance’ in the furtherance, of ethical behaviour 
ip public organizations. Winn argues that there exists a third position that envisions 
a dynamic relationship betwen Individual and organizational morality, and that ethical 
behaviour jp organizations is the product of both individual and oippizational effort. 
Here, the need for a reconstruction pf ethical theory in public administration becomes 
fully apparent 

Stackhouse reasons that a public administrator’s ethical actions and interventions 
should be based on the degree to which the regime he or she serves falls short of being 
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ideally just, the more unjust the regime, the more the administrator must depart from 
a standard of ‘neutral competence* in order to take positive ethical action on behalf 
of the public. He holds that administrators who wish to Identify the character of a truly 
just regime to use as a standard could do so by employing the concepts of a just society 
outlined in John Rawles Theory of Justice. He concludes by illustrating how his concept 
of differentially-based ethical action could be applied in practice. 

Charles Fox argues that most public administrators do have the power and 
discrefion-'the space’... to make ethical decisions regardless of the organizational, legal 
and political constraints that they encounter in their practice. The author points out 
that the administrator’s ethical space by its very nature is both equivocal and ambigu- 
ous, making it impossible to use ethical rules and receipts as more than rough guides 
to decision and action. Nonetheless, he argues, administrators retain the ethical obli- 
gation to use the ethical space available to them in a responsible manner despite the 
risks they might encounter in doing so. 

Favalak and Pops contend that the concept of administrative justice provides the most 
satisfactory basis for an ethics of public administration. In their discussion, they 
examine three basic questions: what does it mean to say an administration decision is 
just? What constitutes a just public organization? what are the implications of a 
justice based administrative ethical framework for the role and responsibilities of 
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for another , constitutes a ‘deep structure’ that is the primary force in shaping the way 
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which agency theory rest provide a firm basis to build an ethics of public administra- 
tion. To make his point, he identifies what he believes are the basic norms underpin- 
ning social agency: a fiduciary norm which obligates the administrative agent to serve 
the public welfare, and two limiting norms which prevent the administrative agent from 
committing, or being required to commit injustices to individuals and groups in the 
name of the public. He then shows how these norms have had a considerable, if 
unintended, impact on the development of the American Society for Public Admini- 
stration Code of Ethics and discusses the possibilities and problems involved in 
employing an agency ethic in the contemporary American administrative state.

V. Subramaniam attempts to trace the theoretical parameters and evolution of the 
concept an opines that it gained currency mainly because of Almound and Verbal 
research publication, Civic Culture. He points out that most of the concepts of admin” 
istrative culture, whether idealistic or pejorative, are drawn from western societies. In 
this connection, he draws attention to the works of Rigs and Myidal. He goes on to 
point out that while the European bourgeoisie was ‘natural’ and ‘blanced’, “the native 
bourgeoisie of the clonial period was bom under western domination with four origi- 
nal sins. It was derivative, imitative lopsided and frustrated”. According to him, the 
Indian middle class-which dominates higher echelons of services-while developing 
these four characteristics, had its own special characteristics. In this regard, he goes 
on to refer to some impact of social and political awakening in the country. Subrama* 
niam’s contribution, with its documentation, does provide a broad survey of the litera* 
ture on the subject in a theoretical framework. 

Next Yehezke! Dror, in his perceptive article-while pointing out the difficulty in de* 
fining-does emphasise the importance of the concept ’’for understanding administra- 
tive behaviour and its evolution for reforming it”, His analysis of the administrative 
culture in India is highly revealing. While rooted in realism, its theoretical base is quite 
Stimulating, He formulates and explores nine main desiderata for Indian high-level 
national public administration culture, and concludes by referring to administrative 
culture and change possibilities. It may suffice to draw attention to some of his 
observations. According to Dror, “4 country like India, which aspires to fargoing self” 
transformation, while facing demanding predicaments, needs an administrative culture 
with avantgarde self-identifying and high energy mission commitment”. His discussion 
about values and ‘Value free” approach to administration merits consideration, 

G. Haragopal and V.S. Prasad explore the social basis of administrative culture in 
India. The authors point out that though “theoretically it is the Weberian from that 



has been accepted, the Indian bureaucracy does not conform to it”. They try “to 
identify certain dominant socio-cultura! characteristics and examine their influence on 
administrative culture”. Among others he draws attention in particular to “the 
domination of inegalitarian values”. According to Haragopal and Prasad, “a diverse 
and changing social base is bound to give rise to different and distinct administrative 
models”. They mention four broad categories, viz., (a) egotistic, (b) pragmatic, 
(c) sympathetic, and (d) lumpen. It has been observed by authors that “the structure 
of the bureaucracy and its overall limits do not permit emergence of martyr model”. 
The martyr model represents those who “are willing to suffer to uphold higher values 
and contribute to social transformation”. The authors believe that in India “bureauc- 
racy can perform at best reformative but not transformative role”. 

S.N. Eisenstadt makes an insightful comparative study of imperial and modem admin- 
stration. He examines as to why and what kind of basic ambivalences, historical or 
contemporary , develop in all societies. 

O.P. Dwivedl gives a rather unusual title, viz., “Administrative Theology” to his 
contribution. According to Dwivedl, “administrative theology is a term based on the 
ideal of service to others, particularly to the community”. In his artical, he discusses 
the following five aspects of Dharma of public officials (both elected and appointed): 
(1) the emerging administrative culture and morality, (2) religious foundations of the 
administrative culture, (3) role of administrative theology, (4) emerging challenges, and 
(5) the need to build a moral government, Dwivedi has researched into the ancient 
scriptures of the country to authenticate his conclusions. 

B. Guy Peters examines issues relating to administrative culture and the analysis of 
public organisations. According to him, despite criticism, “structure remains the domi- 
nant explanation for performance and policy decisions in the bureaucracy”, though 
there are other factors shaping the complex reality of public administration. He 
analyses the exiting research in the area and its other facets. 

S.N. Sadasivan discusses some aspects of the civil service in India, especially in the 
context of what he calls “a cultural diminution”. He adopts a historical and analytical 
perspective in his article. He concludes with this striking observation: “Unless in the 
country's social culture, scholars and scholarship have foremost significance as in 
Germany, there is little hope for the emergence of a cultural pattern of distinct validity 
to the country’s administration”. 

R. B. Jain and O.P, Dwivedi in their article on “Administrative Culture and Bureau- 
cratic Values in India” provide a broad picture of the administrative system in all its 
facets. As the authors point out, they “are concerned not only with people’s percep- 
tions of ‘‘things administrative”, but also the behaviour and style of accomplishing 
things by bureacrats which give rise to such perceptions and help shape the “particular 
environment in which the bureaucracy and the people interact”. Again, they go on to 
deal with the jmpet of ;(a) the colonial legacy^ ( b ) socio-cultural traditions and bureau- 
cratic values, and ( c ) the capacity of administration to fulfil the objectives of develop- 
ment. 

Shriram Maheshwari, w hile tracing the evolution of bureaucracy in India, also identifies 
the emerging profile. In the background of the past, he tries to scrutinise the present. 
He draws his significant conclusions in the light of the analysis of the reports of some 
of the Commissions of Inquiry appointed to look into administrative misdemeanour at 
different places and times. 

S. P. Range Rao and Sofi Ali also examine the emerging trends in the administraive 
culture of India in the context of the changes and compulsions dung the last two 


decades, K.S. Shukla too at some length dilates on the contours of administrative 
culture, keeping in view many sociological factors, and tries to focus on some emerging 
traits as his analysis throws up. The role of ideology in administration has been alluded 
to by the author. According to R.N, Thakur, administrative culture is primarily deter- 
mined by three factors, viz., (i) cricu instances, («) beliefs, and (Hi) interests. He 
examines the bureaucratic structures and relationships with people in accordance with 
the aforesaid factors. In a way, he exposes the pathology of the system in his theoretical 
formulation. Drawing on many well-known researches in the behavioural field, he 
makes an attempt at an interesting model-building. Thakur opines that “contemporary 
administrative culture has failed to inculcate a sense of mission whereby the ambiguity 
between the national goals and administrative task could be resolved”. 

Openness of government is an essential ingredient of a democratic society. Jaytilak 
Guha Roy examines this aspect and makes Five suggestions which, according to him, 
can ensure openness in the administrative culture of India. He particularly mentions 
that despite the assurance of the government in power and its commitment to open- 
ness, there is a wide gap between promise and its implementation. 

Justice H.R. Khanna analyses the vital question of judicial and administrative reforms 
in the light of Indam experience. Judicial and administrative reforms are closely inter- 
linked. In our constitutional system, the judicial decisions have a great impact on the 
working of administration for the good of the people. This becomes all the more 
important with the expansion of the social and economic activities of the government. 
Any arbitrariness or dicrimination can only be prevented ultimatley through judicial 
reviews. Justice Khanna very significantly observes, “The restraining power of judiciary 
does not manifest its real worth in a few cases in which the executive has gone beyond 
its limits, rather shall we find it in making vocal and audible the ideals that might 
otherwise be silenced and giving them continuity of life and of expression at times 
when they might be forgotten or ignored”. 

Financial administration is central to the functioning of the democratic system from the 
viewpoints of rationality, accountability and distributive justice since the resources are 
always limited while demands are manifold and competing. This gives rise to different 
kinds of strains in the economy. KX. Handa outlines the development of administrative 
culture for financial administration in India and tries to point out the weak points of 
the system. Bata K. Day devotes himself to another extremely importnat or rather the 
crucial starting point of proper administrative functioning, viz., culture of management 
of recruitment in government. He covers a wide gamut of problems relating to person- 
nel management. He concludes: “Things do not move, output does not come, despite 
inputs. No doubt, major part of this failure is human. It should not be forgotten that 
human resource management is also done by ‘man’in the organisation and it requires 
to be done not only with professional objectivity but also on human base and with 
human considerations. In the management of human resources, federal government 
seems to have failed on both counts”. 

M. Subrmanian, a retired senior civil servant, and S.K* Sarkar, a senior but serving civil 
servant, have articulated their experiences, reactions and views very frankly. Some- 
times, one way find a little bit of bitterness or even disenchantment at times, but that 
probable reflects a good bit of the feelings of many others working in the Government, 
It is, therefore, disturbing and needs attention of the higher echelons of political and 
administrative leadership. One may not agree fully with their diagnosis and analysis but 
why this kind of lack of faith is growing has to be seriously looked into. Jayanta Kumar 
Ray, again, in his contribution takes a look at the working of the government and its 
offices or semi-government agencies. According to him, “public administration in 
contemporary India has been reduced to the cult of self-aggrandisement”, though he 
deos conclude that a small number of functionaries “are engaged in strenuous efforts 
to preserve administrative ethics, professional excellence and public interest”. He does 
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sometimes go beyond the parameters of the point at discussion and many of his ob- 
servations become persona! in nature. One or two instances, by way of newspaper 
articles, do not necessarily represent the totality of the ethos of administration or 
service. He also refers to the wider issue of politics in administration. But when we 
talk of the “cut of self-aggrandisement” the common man is not only critical of 
government, but also of other professional groups and organisations. That is why the 
question of values for different segments of society assumes importance. Arun Prosad 
Muknexjee also talks of what ails India’s administrative culture and opines that “the 
failure of Indian administration has been pronounced in its discharge of routine day- 
to-day responsibilities”. Though he concludes on note of optimism, one finds that while 
indictment is there, not enough thought has been given, as one expects, in academic 
analysis as to what ought to be done to improve the sad state of affairs. Ashok Kapur 
analyses the problem of change and the role of the bureaucracy. Doubts have often 
been expressed whether bureaucracy can really be helpful! in the process of change. 
But in most of the developing countries, the options are limited. There are not many 
alternative agencies. It is, therefore, worthwhile to explore as to how governmental 
bureaucracy can be so moulded and developed as to be a suitable instrument for both 
stability and change in the society. Hari C. Arora; again, gives a broad survey of the 
administrative system in the country and pleads for a new administrative culture. The 
problem really is to identify, at least, the core contents of the appropriate adminis- 
trative culture and work out some kind of an agenda or plan of action to bring about 
better ethos in administration. 

P.D. Malaviya points out police administration basically power-oriented and feudal 
character. Lack of accountability and the want of democratic responsiveness to com- 
mon citizens are other striking features. In order to improve matters, he stresses the 
need for a lot of sour-searching on the part of senior administrators. G.C. Singhvi, 
while examining the various facets of the contemporary police culture, devotes his 
attention to attitudes, procedures, systems, interrelationships, behaviour and legal 
position with regard to prevention of crime and violence. He, unerringly and with 
absolute frankness, puts his finger on many sensitive issues and identifies what he calls 
“the culprits” responsible for tarnishing the image of the police and spoiling police 
culture. In his comperehensive examination of police culture, Krishna Mohan Mathur, 
after discussing the concept of culture— which according to him has three components, 
viz., cultural traits, culture complex and culture pattern-goes into the details of the 
various facets of police working and management. Mathur, in his analysis, refers to 
various authorities who have conducted research and study in this area. There is an 
interesting discussion about variations in police culture, and factors contributing to 
inadequate knowledge of police culture which, according to him, will help in transfor- 
mation of the police culture in the country. 

Donald C. Rowat examines Ontario’s new legislation on the subject and he draws some 
implications for India from his comparative assessment. He pleads for a strong law and 
suggests that state and local governments also must be covered by the same or similar 
legislation. 

In his contribution P.D. Sharma tries to conceptualise administrative culture. He raises 
three basic questions regarding the meaning and purpose of the administrative culture 
and answers thereto that determine its nature and contents. Again, he refers to four 
key variables of administrative culture, viz., the administrator, his perception of the or- 
ganisational goals, the administrative ecology, and the socio-cultural norms. He refers 
to variations of subcultures and then describes some cross-cultural experiences and 
covers vide areas of citizen-administration interaction. Finally, he makes a conceptual 
frame of comparative analysis which makes stimulating reading. Sharma brings out 
cogently some of the fundamentals of the dysfunctional features of administrative 
culture and suggests that “the emergence of a new administrative culture in India is 
an open-ended, many-sided and simultaneous exercise of holistic nature and universal 
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Rosamund Thomas throws light on British administrative culture and values. The 
contribution is almost in the nature of a monograph. After defining key concepts, she 
traces out certain important developments is British administrative culture and exam- J 
ines values and culture in the eighties. This is followed by an article experience. The 
author opines that his exposition “may be useful to those contemplating changes in 
other national administrative cultures”. While phraseology may be different, Golem- 
biewsky’s piece does reflect some problems which we face in this' country and which 
arise in other developing countries too. He also examines the question of transforma- 
tion or evolution in the context of the process of change. 

The various contributions, particularly those concerned with examination of the Indian 
serene, do suggest explicitly or implicitly the need for change of administrative culture. 

Some of the auiors examining the Indian scene are highly critical. In some contribu- 
tions, the views naturally reflect personal experience and predilections. Some of the 
expositions paint a depressing picture. In some cases, there are theroretical formula- 
tions, while in many the existing political and administrative scene is equated with the 
administrative culture. The volume will serve its purpose to some extent despite its 
limitations if the enlightened citizens and the powers that be give dispassionate thought 
to the problems involved. If there is disillusionment with the administrative function- 
ing, the alienation of the people from the administration will continue to grow and this 
bodes ill for our democracy. 

The many-sidedness or the holistic character of the administrative culture also merits 
consideration. In a country, like ours, with its diversities and dimensions, variations are 
bound to be there in administrative culture. Again, there may be variations among 
different functional groups and segments of administration. Here, the issue relating to 1 

administration of development and development of administration itself assumes sig- 
nificance. Development is concerned with allocation of limited resources and their 
optimisation. This raises questions of rationality, equity, fairness and impartiality. 

Feeling persists that administration does not have the capability to cope with contem- 
porary challenges, and this raises questions of training, orientation, modernisation and 
development of administrative systems, attitudes and procedures for more effective 
achievementot 4evelopmental objectives. While observing nuances of administrative 
culture, one many find variations in the same region of administrative culture-one 
which may operate at higher levels of decision-making and the other that prevails in 
the field where problems arise and the interface of the citizen with the administration 
may be truth intensive and extensive. 

It is qUite clear through researches and studies that administrative culture cannot just 
be changed through political flat though political will, in long run, will have the 
necessary impact on evolving proper ethos as there exist certain positive factors which 
will help in the desired transformation. A democratic constitutional system does not 
automatically bring out administrative culture which is democratic in its orientation. 

The different variables and elements, which go to constitute and mould administrative 
culture, become important. That is why the relationship of the total societal culture 
with the administrative culture is a vexed issue. In view of the importance of 
administration, it will not do to say that administrative culture cannot impiove unless 
the culture of the society as such improves, but the linkage in proper perspective with 
its various implications has to be appreciated. 

Administrative culture is the product of circumstances spread over a period of time. 

In India, the nature of society and the heritage of history, particularly the colonial 
legacy and the aspirations of the freedom struggle are relevant. Many contributors have 
pointed out that since the political environment has got vitiated, the administrative 
culture is getting obtuse. It *s the politics that sets mandate for the administrator. But 
one often finds that there is hardly any consistent thought to it. Politics reduces itself 
to political discrimination and political victimisation. Rule of law becomes a casualty. 
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There is the talk of criminaiisation of politics and politicisation of crime. In a way, both 
crime and politics become commercialised. There is no healthy guidance, support or 
monitoring regarding administration. One contributor talks of “the cult of self-aggran- 
disement” while others have mentioned about venality in public affairs and corruption. 
There is a feeling that there is neither responsiveness nor sense of accountability in 
administration. There is frequent discussion about the nexus between politics and . 
different segments of administration at the cost of public good. All these features get 
crystallised in the administrative culture which creates only frustration among the 
people. 

All that is harmful, unhealthy and improper in the administrative culture is man-made. 
Therefore, in positive spirit and constructive manner, efforts will have to be maintained 
to improve matters. The political environment cannot be lost sight of. Endeavour has 
to be made to restore and impart it the necessary democratic ethos. This requires 
continuing public vigilance, and respect for rule of law; and institutions can help to re- 
inforce the democratic ethos. The morale and motivation of administration merit 
thoughtful consideration. It is sustained action and not just spectacular efforts that 
would be called for for: strengthening the role of training in administration, enhancing 
its effecitveness and efficiency, instilling a sense of accountability, ensuring the needed 
responsiveness, and inculcating and sustaining the quest for excellence and other 
attributes of a dynamic and democratic administration. Not mere intellectual 
appreciation, but operational measures will have to be initiated accordingly. 

As is apparent from the analysis made by many contributors, one paramount require- 
ment is the depoliticisation of bureaucracy and administration. It is not to be just taken 
as a shibboleth, but its implications have to be properly grasped. No systems improve- 
ment is possible unless the role of administration and its proper relationship with 
politics in democratic set up is fully comprehended. Administration does not exist for 
its own sake but for the accomplishment of set goals and for the service of the people. 
Administration cannot function in isolation, heedless of the expectations of the people. 
Depoliticisation of bureaucracy will mean that political masters at various levels will 
have to realise that rules and procedures constitute properties and that authority can 
be exercised according to law, which does not respect individuals. The recognition has 
to percolate in actual functioning that bureaucracy is not adjunct to the party in power 
and must be allowed to operate as an instrument of law and public interest. It is 
imperative for healthy democratic politics that bureaucracy functions without political 
bias, political favour, political victimisation, political partisanship and political discrimi- 
nation. It is the political representatives, whether in power or outside, who have to see 
that the laggard, the inefficient, the underserving, the corrupt, the callous, the discour- 
teous, the negligent or whatever be the inadequacy or misdemeanour, are dealt with 
fairly and firmly. At the same time, administration must be treated with respect and 
consideration to evoke the best from it in the service of the people. 

The politics of bluster or of transfers is not conducive to administrative betterment. 
An atmospere of trust has to be generated. It is not possible through admonition and 
exhortation. Only well-conceived measures, like imaginative training for higher capa- 
bilities and personnel management programmes, have to be worked out and operated. 
Ad hoc action, howsoever spectacular or impressive, will not do. Awareness of the need 
for democratic responsiveness, social perception and a sense of responsibility and 
accountability must become ingrained in administration. Moreover, for democratic 
temper to develop in a pluralistic society, effort has to continue to involve and mobilise 
people for developmental tasks, and also to inspire confidence in administration at 
different levels so that it learns to work with voluntary and non-governmental organ- 
isation in order to multiply administrative capacity within the society. It does not 
matter if it takes time to develop suitable norms, ideals and standards of conduct if 
the beginning is sound. The continuing interest and vigilance of enlightened public 
opinion in the democratic contexts will have a very significant responsibility to dis- 
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charge so that the administrative culture, as may exist in contemporary India, continues 
to evolve and transform itself in conformity with the spirit of the times, aspirations of 
the people and democratic conventions, and compulsions. The theme of administrative 
culture for a democratic polity, economy and society is not just of contemporary 
concern, but of continuing and perennial significance. Repeated references occur in 
contributions included in this issue to the book Civic Culture by Gabriel A. Almond 
and Sydney Verba that was published in 1963. But, as the authors point out, after 
almost two decades, they were led **to revisit civic culture’* and the end product was 
another volume, The Civic Culture Revisited, published in 1980. This exemplifies that 
the character of administrative culture is something like a flowing stream and not a 
static.

Om Prie Srivastava surveys theoretical contributions made so far by scholars— belong- 
ing to different schools and pursuing different approaches-to the study of Public 
Administration as a discipline. In her bid to inform the readers about the latest trends, 
she focuses on building of modern theory. 

According to Srivastava, classical and new classical theories concentrated on internal 
formal structures and technology, while the modem theory “deals integratively with the 
problem of fully describing and explaining organisational phenomena” through f vstems 
analysis and cybernetics. She observes that as the “modem public executive is con- 
fronted with a battery of confusing and contradictory management ‘theories”’, search 
is on “for a model of administrative contingencies” that can synthesise ail of these dif- 
ferent approaches and lead executives out of the management theory jungle. 

Public Administration seems to be “on the edge of transition” according to Srivastava. 
But perhaps such a realisation is bound to overwhelm scholars from time to time 
because of increasing dependence on public administration as an essential instrument 
of social change, and as such the dynamic nature of changes and challenges that the 
profession of Public Administration will be required to handle in times to come. These 
factors make its process of development as an unending one. Thus, the ‘quandary* of 
Public Administration-shared both by the discipline as well as the profession of Public 
Administration-as to how a realistic and effective approach could be helped to emerge, 
requires continuing attention.

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little theory testing. Furthermore, what little empirical research that is published varies 
with respect to empirical rigor. This study suggests that cumultive knowledge base is 
not being developed by public administration scholars, at least not based on social 
' scientific principles.

Deep Sagar takes an analytical look at the rural development policies of the govern- 
ment of India since Independence. Though he groups the policy initiatives into four 
phases — 1947 to early 50s, 1952-69, 1969-77 and 1977 onwards — and identifies their 
typology according to shifts in emphasis, yet he, however, finds only two phases that 
characterised the policy as follows: 19474960s policies aiming at eradication of poverty 
and social evils with Gandhian approach, and from 1970 till date, focusing on poverty 
allevation, concentrating only on economic variables. He finds that law has not been 
sufficiently and effectively used in both these phases to attain the intended purpose. 

Deep Sagar suggests that besides “successful targeting”, the existing two-pronged 
policy, i.e., providing wage employment through Public Works Programmes and pro- 
viding self- employment through IRDP-needs to be “conceptually clearsighted” with 
regard to the overall strategy and that it must be “combined with land reforms, self- 
employment and social security policies based on location specific planning”. He is, 
perhaps, correct in his criticism as he finds the policy “highly paternalistic” in the 
absence of proper emphasis on community participation, and “building the poors, 
countervailing power”, and a legal and political system of rights and entitlements 
against the State”. He wants the effort to be a socio-economic process rather that mere 
transfer of funds.
